1 . I and Junhui Bian are the sole inventors of the subject matter described and 
claimed in United States Patent Application Serial No. 09/508,147 filed on March 7, 2000, 
claiming priority to US Provisional Application No. 60/065,740 filed November 17, 1997, 
entitled "p53CP, A Protein that Specifically Binds to Consensus p53 DNA Binding Sites." 

2. We together with Junhui Bian co-authored a paper with Christine Jacobs and 
Yuli Wang, Carcinogenesis. Vol. 17, No.12, pp 2559-2562 (1996). This paper was published 
less than one year prior to the filing of the priority patent application 60/065,740. We are the 
sole inventors of the subject matter that is disclosed in Bian et al., and disclosed and claimed in 
the subject application. The other named co-authors of the paper, Christine Jacobs and Yuli 
Wang were not involved in the conception or reduction to practice of the invention.
